PREFACE 


To  the  Chairman  and  Councillors,  Ware  Urban  District, 

Mr*  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  upon  the  Health  of  Ware 
for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1953*  The  report  is  prepared  in 
accordance  with  instructions  contained  in  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  22/58 
dated  9th  December,  1958* 

Dr*  R*P*  Garrow  acted  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  throughout  the  year 
1958  and  I  wish  to  express  to  him  my  thanks  for  his  kindness  in  introducing 
me  to  Councillors,  Officials  and  the  District  as  a  whole  before  I  took  up 
my  appointment  on  1st  January,  1959*  I  wish  him  many  happy  years  of 
retirement* 

I  should  like  also  to  thank  Councillors  for  the  court esy  and  consideration 
they  have  shown  me  since  my  appointment,  my  Colleagues  in  other  Departments  for 
their  co-operation  and  help  and  Mr*  Lucas  and  Mr*  Chapman  for  their  constant 
support  and  for  the  contributions  they  have  made  in  the  preparation  of  this 
report* 

Vital  Statistics 


The  population  of  Ware  has  increased  by  220  persons  from  9,100  to  9,320* 
The  total  number  of  live  births  rose  to  149  as  compared  with  145  in  the 
previous  year  while  the  total  number  of  deaths  shewed  a  suprising  reduction 
being  129  as  compared  with  220  in  1957*  This  decrease  is  reflected  in  the 
Standardised  Death  Rate  which  is  6*51  for  1958  and  was  10*88  in  1957* 

During  the  year  there  was  only  one  infant  death,  this  occuring  in  an 
infant  under  four  weeks  of  age  and  it  is  satisfying  to  note  that  there  were 
no  maternal  deaths*  Comparison  Rates  between  Ware,  the  County  of  Hertford 
and  England  &  Wales  are  shown  in  the  tables* 
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Causes  of  Death 


By  far  the  greatest  single  of  death  in  1958  was  Coronary  Disease, 

accounting  for  22  out  of  the  total  of  129*  This  is  in  contrast  with  the 
previous  year,  where  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system,  in  other  words 
Cerebral  Haemorrhage  or  Cerebral  Thrombosis,  contributed  64  deaths  out  of 
the  considerable  total  of  220* 


Notifiable  Disease 


The  1958  figures  have  been  excellent,  there  being  only  four  cases  of 
Scarlet  Fever,  one  of  Whooping  Cough  and  six  of  Measles  throughout  the 
entire  year*  There  were  no  notifications  either  for  Poliomyelitis  or 
Food  Poisoning* 

Food  Hygiene  Regulations  1955  -  57* 

No  prosecutions  were  necessary  under  these  Regulations*  Some  improvements 
in  food  premises  were  effected  after  representations  had  been  made  by  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors*

Housing* 

Seventy  Four  new  dwellings  were  erected  in  Ware  during  1958*  Thirty 
of  these  being  constructed  by  the  Urban  District  Council*

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These  samples  are  practically  clear  and  bright  in  appearance,  neutral 
in  reaction  and  free  from  iron  and  other  metals#  The  water  is  very  hard 
in  character  though  not  excessively  so  and  it  contains  no  excess  of  mineral 
constituents  in  solution#  It  is  of  very  satisfactory  organic  quality# 

Prom  the  aspect  of  the  chemical  analysis  the  results  are  indicative  of 
a  pure  and  wholesome  water  suitable  for  drinking  and  domestic  purposes*

Public  Health  Act  1936* 


Nine  complaints  were  made  about  a  wholesale  poultry  producer  who 
occupies  premises  in  the  built-up  area  of  the  town*  Pour  complaints 
related  to  smell  from  manure,  four  were  concerning  fly  nuisance  and  one 
arose  from  the  burning  of  rubbish#  The  business  is  on  a  large  scale 
and  consequently  the  typical  "fowl"  smell  is  particularly  noticed  around 
the  premises  whenever  atmospheric  conditions  tend  to  contain  rather  than 
disperse  odours*  The  use  of  a  residual  Lindane  formulation  (S219)  was 
adopted  by  the  company  as  part  of  their  policy  in  relation  to  fly  control# 

The  use  of  peat  granules  for  improving  the  hygienic  and  manurhl  value  of 
the  litter  was  tried  out  andfina-lly  adopted  in  preference  to  the  use  of 
the  very  cheap  wood  shavings  as  floor  litter#  With  successive  occupiers 
and  increasing  throughput  the  fact  is  that  the  nuisance  has  not  increased 
but  decreased;  because  the  control  measures  originally  outlined  in 
principle  by  the  department  to  the  initial  occupiers  were  later  introduced 
by  the  specialist  firms  who  expanded  the  newly  introduced  industry# 

Sanitary  accommodation  at  one  public  house  was  improved  and  improved 
accommodation  required  to  be  provided  for  club  premises# 

Three  licences  were  granted  for  caravans  to  be  stationed  in  the 
district  for  periods  up  to  nine  months*  One  caravan  v/as  a  considerable 
trouble  to  the  Council  before  it  was  finally  moved*  A  houseboat  was  also 
moved  after  pressure  from  the  Council#

given;  and  two  houses  in  clearance  area  13  were  demolished#

to  rehousing  difficulties  prevailing  at  the  time  undertakings  not  to  relet 
were  accepted  from  the  owners  f»rthe  time  being#
